Prices,  Etc. 

Prices  are  f.o.b.  Kingston,  N.J.,  and  no  boxing  or  packing 
charges  will  be  made  for  stock  in  full  carload  lots. 

Packing  charges  are  at  cost  and  represent  the  actual  cost  of 
the  material  used  in  the  operation. 

Should  any  article  be  desired  balled  and  burlapped,  which 
is  not  so  designated  in  the  catalogue,  there  will  be  the  follow¬ 
ing  scale  of  charges.

Larger  sizes  would  be  charged  in  proportion.  In  all  instances 
where  varieties  are  marked  B.  &  B.  after  the  item,  these 
charges  are  included  in  the  printed  price. 

We  recommend  that  all  varieties  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*) 
be  lifted  with  a  ball  of  earth  and  burlapped.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  loss  in  these  plants,  which  is  otherwise  high,  is 
reduced  to  a  minimum  if  handled  in  this  way. 

Reservations  of  specimen  plants.  For  an  additional  2 5% 
of  the  cost  of  each  item,  customers  will  be  permitted  to  select 
and  reserve  specimen  plants  in  the  nursery  rows. 
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We  reserve  the  right  to  reject  orders  which  call  for  unusual 
items  only.  We  expect  that  a  reasonable  quantity  of  the  com¬ 
moner  items  will  be  included  in  your  order.  This  compensates 
in  part  for  the  high  cost  of  producing  varieties  that  others  do 
not  grow  because  they  are  too  difficult  or  unprofitable. 

Terms 

Cash  before  shipment  is  required  from  parties  unknown  to 
us.  An  order  accompanied  by  a  cash  payment  is  subject  to  a 
discount  of  2%  from  the  total  amount  of  the  order. 

Liability  and  Claims 

We  are  not  liable  for  injury  to  stock  from  frost,  hail,  fire 
or  other  causes  beyond  our  control. 

We  will  in  no  way  be  responsible  for  productiveness  of  stock 
after  the  material  has  been  satisfactorily  received  by  the 
purchaser.

Ample  allowance 
has  been  made  for  the  many  physical  factors  that  tend  to 
modify  the  growth  of  plants  in  cultivation. 

The  botanical  and  common  names  are  taken  from  “Standard¬ 
ized  Plant  Names,”  which  is  the  accepted  authority  on  plant 
nomenclature  in  the  horticultural  industry. 
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Our  standard  of  grading  all  plants  is  based  on  a  formula 
which  has  been  adopted  by  the  American  Association  of 
Nurserymen.

MANY  of  our  friends  have  told  us  that  they  have  used 
the  Princeton  Nurseries  catalogue  as  a  planting  guide 
and  text-book.

Princeton  Nurseries  have  realized  this  grow¬ 
ing  demand  and  are  now  able  to  offer  in  great  quantities  and 
in  various  sizes,  over  150  varieties  of  hardy  native  woody 
trees,  shrubs  and  vines. 

To  better  appreciate  the  more  intelligent  use  of  native  types 
and  avoid  unnatural  plantings,  it  is  quite  desirable  to  group 
these  native  types  according  to  the  way  they  associate  with 
one  another  in  their  natural  environment.  The  various  plant 
groups  are  influenced  by  definite  environmental  factors.  The 
native  plant  is  more  or  less  confined  to  the  most  suitable  loca¬ 
tion  by  its  ability  to  adapt  itself.  Conditions  are  ever  changing 
in  the  life  of  plants  growing  in  the  open  pasture  or  in  the 
virgin  forest. 

It  might  be  safely  stated  that  all  plantings  of  native  mate¬ 
rial  are  more  harmonious  and  congenial  if  plant  types  are 
used  together  which  are  found  associated  together  in  nature. 

In  presenting  the  following  types,  it  is  well  realized  that  if 
space  would  permit,  it 'would  be  better  to  sub-divide  each  type 
into  smaller  groups.  We  are  placing  them  under  four  general 
headings  as  follows: 

A — The  Field  and  Pasture  Type. 

B — The  Lowland  and  Swamp  Type. 

C — The  Forest  Type. 

D — The  Seaside  Type.
